‘History of Wales.’ But not the least important 
of the historical works of the yearare the volumes 
of calendars, or descriptive catalogues of our State 
papers, which have from time to time been issued 
under the system which we owe to Sir John Ro- 
milly, the Master of the Rolls, and which practi- 
eally for the first time renders accessible those 
valuable stores of historical information. Among 
travellers who have contributed to enliven our 
winter firesides we find Mr. and Mrs. Petherick, 
whose ‘ Travels in Central Africa,’ though unfortu- 
nately intermixed with a painful controversy, form 
an interesting contribution to our knowledge of 
that once mysterious continent ; we had also Mr. 
Freshfield’s ‘ Travels in the Central Caucasus ;’ Mr. 
Wallace’s ‘ Malay Archipelago ;’ Mr. Sala’s ‘ Rome 
and Venice;’ Mr. W. A. Bell’s ‘New Tracks in 
North America ;’ Mr. Masterman’s ‘ Narrative of 
Seven Years in Paraguay ;’ and Mr. Loch’s per- 
sonal narrative of ‘Occurrences during Lord Elgin’s 
Second Embassy to China.’ Besides these we have 
had a number of publications arising out of the 
Abyssinian War, of which we may mention Mr. 
Rassam’s ‘ Narrative of his Captivity ;’ the narra- 
tive of Mr. Stern, the Missionary ; and Mr. Clement 
Markham's ‘ History of the Expedition.’ 

“If there is a class of books in which there is, as 
compared with former years,anything like a decline, 
it is undoubtedly in fiction. That the demand for 
novels, at least in the orthodox three-volume form, 
has of late fallen off is a fact perfectly well known 
to all who are engaged in this class of publishing. 
Undoubtedly the system of the circulating library, 
which is almost peculiar to this country, has some- 
thing to do with the comparatively poor reward 
accruing to English novelists. The enormous sums 
secured by M. Victor Hugo for a story would cer- 
tainly be impossible in this country in the case of 
a work brought forth, like ‘The Misérables,’ or 
‘The Toilers of the Sea,’ for example, in volumes 
—the fact being, that the French readers buy novels, 
while English readers, as a rule, merely hire them. 
It is obvious that while one copy of a work of 
fiction among us is «afficient to supply the needs of 
a great many readers, a very slight increase in the 
number annually published may suffice to glut the 
market, and to lead to a competition for the patron- 
age of the circulating libraries, injurious to the 
interests of the publisher and the author, and ulti- 
mately, as we believe, to that of the public them- 
selves; for what even sentimentalists may say to 
the contrary, even genius itself may be depressed 
and discouraged by the prospect of an insufficient 
reward for its labor. Something of the change we 
have remarked is, no doubt, due to the very great 
extension of the system of publishing works of 
fiction in the first instance in the pages of a peri- 
odical ; a fashion which has undoubtedly its evil 
effects on the higher class of fiction, which fre- 
quently cannot be adopted without injury to a plan 
of publication, the inexorable ecndition of which 
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is, that every detached portion should contain a 
certain amount of incident and excitement. There 
is probably not one of Sir Walter Scott’s novels 
which could be dissected and published in this 
piecemeal way. Take, for a further example, one 
of Hawthorne’s novels—say his beautiful story of 
the ‘House with the Seven Gables,’ in which 
sometimes chapter after chapter, though almost 
destitute of incident, is artistically contrived to 
produce in the mind of the reader certain impres- 
sions of awe and wonderment, disposing it to lend 
faith to the incidents which follow ; and is it not 
evident that if such a novel had been written for 
division into thirty portions, to be read week by 
week, the conditions under which the author planned 
his story must have been altogether altered, with 
the result of producing a work of a lower class? 
The extreme cheapness of our serials, however, will 
probably suffice to maintain the system of publish- 
ing fictions in this way. Nor can we hope for much 
encouragement for writers who disdain to cultivate 
the arts of the weekly story-spinner, unless we 
should be so fortunate as to obtain international 
copyright with the United States, by which the field 
of patronage for both English and American novel- 
ists would be doubled, with, as we believe, the best 
results for the interests of literature. These ob- 
servations will not have prepared our readers to 
receive any very favorable report of the novels of 
the past year; nor, indeed, have we noted many 
that can be said to have really secured a hold upon 
public attention. Some few, however, are worth a 
mention, amongst which are Mr. Charles Lever’s 
novelette, entitled ‘That Boy of Norcott’s,’ from 
the ‘Cornhill Magazine ;’ Mr. Henry Kingsley’s 
‘Stretton ;’ Mr. Anthony Trollope’s ‘ He Knew He 
was Right ;’ Mrs. Henry Wood’s ‘ Roland Yorke ;’

I regret to record the premature death of William 


Henry Coxe, who, although dying when only 29, | 
and after having been almost bedridden for three | 
years before his death, leaves behind him an en- | 
viable reputation as an Oriental scholar. Born in | 
1841, educated first at the Charter House and then 
at Baliol College, Oxford, he won the University 
Sanskrit Scholarship in 1861. Interested in Oriental 
studies, he secured an appointment in the Depart- 
ment of Vriental Antiquities (British Museum) and 
at once attracted attention by the unusual ease with 
which he mastered Oriental languages. You know 
the more valuable Cuneiform Inscriptions in the 
British Museum are fragmentary clay tablets on 
which are traced deeds, astronomical observations, 
etc. Mr. Coxe would place hundreds of those atoms 
together until, by a sort of game of patience applied 
to oriental research, he contrived to obtain whole 
sentences. The value of his labors could, perhaps, 
be appreciated only by such men as Sir Henry 
Rawlinson and Mr. Edwin Norris; but their appro- 
bation was sufficient to obtain for him (in 1865) the 
Professorship of Sanskrit in King’s College, London, 
and the post of Assistant in the Educational De- 
partment at Calcutta and Professor of Sanskrit in

He says these remarks attracted a good deal of at- 
ention, and were warmly approved by several 
Christian Societies, which were striving to correct 
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this evil and provide wholesome literature. The 
Chaplain of the Middlesex House of Detention had 
confirmed his remarks, and he submitted it was 
now established that a kind of cheap literature was 
inducing respectable lads to contemplate and per- 
petrate crimes. He again called attention to this 
fearful and increasing evil. Last August two sol- 
diers (one from Aldershott and the other from 
Devenport) were sent to Newgate for trial for the 
murder of their corporals. The Aldershott murder 
was the first of a series of murders perpetrated by 
soldiers on their superior officers. The subsequent 
murders followed close upon each other, and made 
a deep and disquieting impression on publie 
opinion. An illustrated paper made the Aldershott 
crime the subject of a picture. The newspapers 
containing it got into the guard-room at Devenport 
while private Taylor was there under arrest for 
breaking barracks. The picture at once became 
the subject of conversation. Taylor could not read, 
but he saw the picture, studied it, and became fa- 
miliar with the particulars of the Aldershott crime. 
The next day the corporal on duty offended Tay- 
lor while undergoing punishment drill, and he 
murdered the corporal, just as the private at Alder- 
shott had murdered his corporal, The Ordinary 
saw Taylor and conversed with him almost every 
| day during his imprisonment in Newgate. In speak- 
ling of the incidents which led him to perpetrate 
| the murder, he repeatedly said: “ That picture put 
|it in my head.” Both privates were executed.

The American historians are given 
their meed of praise. After a good word for Jared 
Sparks, we find Mr. Bancroft’s “ History of the 
United States’? spoken of as “instructive and 
attractive”—accounted for in part by the fact that 
he “ was trained in the school of German inquiry.” 
But Herr Scherr gives the palm for historiography 
to Mr. Prescott, who, he says, “is the greatest his 
torian of North America. His works combine philo- 
sophical insight, thorough knowledge of the sources, 
soundness, judgment, and grandeur of style. They 
belong, without question; to the grandest results of 
modern historical literature.” Motley is also spoken 
well of, but only his “ Rise of the Dutch Republic” 
is mentioned. 

Herr Scherr has placed the literary world under 
great obligation for a work which combines so much 
information, and so accurate withall, in such a 
small compass. His task has been a difficult one, 


but he has discharged it as faithfully as could be | 


expected of any one having a field of such wide 
extent.

“Tue ANGLO-CaNabian Book TRapE.—* Mr. Worth- 
ington, a bookseller of Montreal, has been engaged 
for years past in purchasing English books in this 
country, and selling them in Canada and the United 
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States. Mr. John Murray and other well-known 
London publishers have, we understand, sold the 
sheets of popular works to Mr. Worthington, at a 
comparatively low price, and as these works are 


on better paper and are better printed than the | 


American reprints, they command a large sale, to 
the evident detriment of the American publishers. 
Sach a competition, in the lack of international 
copyright, is of course perfectly honorable; but 
some American booksellers, thinking that Mr. 
Worthington was not carrying on his trade in a 
legitimate manner, induced the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington to give an order that his sam- 
ples, on crossing the frontier, should be stopped by 
the Custom-house authorities. The result, we may 
observe in passing, has been the complete acquittal 
of Mr. Worthington ; but it is easy to understand 
why this gentleman should be looked upon with 
an evil eye by the publishers of Boston and New 
York. American reprints of popular English books 
are sold in the States at a trifling cost, but the im- 
portation of the original editions of English works 
is so discouraged by the trade that it is often im- 
possible to parchase them except at a fancy price. 
For instance, in the American ‘ Publishers’ Circu- 
lar’ we find a firm offering the English edition of 
Bohn’s Libraries at $4 or $4} a volume, that is to 
say, at 16s. 8d. or 18s. 9d., whereas the same works, 
as our readers know, can be purchased in this 
country at 3s. 6d. or 5s.a volume. The library 
edition of Lord Macaulay's works is sold in London 
at five guineas; in New York it is to be had, bound 
in tree calf, at the cost of $85, or £17 18s. 4d. ; while 
any one who is so disposed may obtain from the 
same publishing house Alison’s ‘ History of Europe’ 
for $250, or £52 1s. 9d. Such prices are well nigh 
prohibitory, and a bookseller who endeavors to sell 
English editions of English works in the United 
States at a reasonable price deserves our best 
wishes.’

In Ame- 
rican gold the English sovereign has two values, a 
nominal and a real; the ‘ Pall Mall’ calculator— 
judging by his figures, though these contradict each 
other—has endeavored to go in the middle, which 
here is not, however, the safest. Even on a gold 
basis he has miscalculated ; but unfortunately for 
him, American prices are not gold prices, and the

“‘Undoubtedly many of the books were ‘dead 
stock,’ and as such of very little value in either a 
literary or commercial aspect ; but for a new illus- 
trated volume retailing, in London, at 7s. 6d., and 
in New York at $3.50, to be invoiced at less than 

.$1—about 3s.—appeared rather low, even after the 
previous year’s experience with Mr. Shaw.

Tus “ Nation’’ contains a somewhat lengthy ar- 
ticle upon the question of an increased duty on 
imported books, treating the matter from a free- 
trade point of view. The writer in conclusion 
sums up as follows: “The true way to enable 
American ideas to resist European influences is to 
raise up and foster not custom-house officers, but 
hardy and strong thinkers and scholars for their 
defence. It is the hosts of these he has at his 
back which makes the European publisher formid- 
able to his American rival. But they must be met 
on open ground, with improved weapons and dis- 
cipline, and not in the Chinese fashion, by building 
a big wall along the frontier. For this purpose, 
what we need is not fewer foreign books, but more. 
Books are not an end—they are an instrument. 
The dearvess and scarcity of them is exercising a 
most injurious influence on American culture ; the 
universities are suffering from want of professors 
and libraries; poor students—and the mass of 
American students must always be poor—are suf- 
fering from the difficulty of access tothe enormous 
wealth of learning which Europe is every year 
producing. Our scientific men and investigators, 
in all fields, can accomplish nothing without con 
stant contact with their fellow-laborers in other 
countries. They know well that God, in his great 
mercy, permits even Germans and Englishmen and 
Frenchmen to find out things from year to year, 
which American thinkers will be the better of hear- 
ing of; but, so far from being helped by our legis- 
lation and public opinion, they are hindered. The 
guardianship of American ideas is all committed 
to their hands; on their labors it depends what 
the result of this great experiment will be ; whether 
the civilization of this continent will be a hardy 
and vigorous tree, in whose shade the weary of all 
nations can find an assured rest, and on which the 
storms of ages will beat in vain, or a sickly cus- 
tom-house plant, kept alive by a close covering of 
tariffs and tests, drawing all the vitality it possesses 
from the feeble surface tillage of half-taught maga- 
zine and newspaper writers and platform orators. 
The protection American authors need, as one of 
them pointed out a year or two ago (Jan. 9th, 1868)

It was lent to Mark Napier, who 
extracted and published various portions for his 
“Memorials of Montrose and his Times.” As a 
genealogical account of the great family of Fraser, 
this MS. is invaluable.

OBITUARY. 
JOSEPH WESLEY HARPER. 


Westry Harper, as he was always called, was 
born on Christmas Day, 1801, and died at Brooklyn, 
on the 14th of February, 1870, having entered 
upon his sixty-ninth year. He was the son of 
Joseph Harper, a substantial farmer of Newtown, 
Long Island, and the third of the four (James, John, 
Wesley, and Fletcher) who constituted the firm of 
Harper & Brothers. Joseph Harper, as his father 
had been, and his sons were to be, was a devoted 
Methodist. His house was a home for preachers 
on their journeys. Those early Methodist preachers 
were always men of earnest piety, and often of 
great mental capacity, and wide knowledge of life, 
acquired by mingling with every class of society. 
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this Leng Island farmer almost insensibly acquired 
an education more valuable than any school could 
afford. 

Wesley, being a delicate boy, remained at home 
until his elder brothers, only four and six years his 
seniors, had fairly established themselves in New 
York as printers. At the age of eighteen he en- 
tered into their employment, and rapidly acquired 
a knowledge of the “ art and mystery of printing.”’ 
But as he came of age it was thought that his

the printing office. Hethen entered upon mercantile 
business. But he had formed a strong liking for 
the profession of printer, and his health becoming 
established, he rejoined his brothers, by whom, at 
the age of twenty-four, he was admitted as a part- 
ner, the firm which before had been “J. & J. Har- 
per” becoming “ Harper & Brothers,” remaining 
for forty-five years unchanged except by the addi- 
tion of the youngest brother, Fletcher. 

Wesley took upon himself the duties of proof- 
reader and foreman of the composing room. It 
happened that they were now specially engaged in 
printing many of the great classical works in the 
English language. These were of necessity care- 
fully perused by Wesley, and thus in three or four 
years he went through a better course of reading 
than that pursued by most students in our colleges. 
This stood him in good stead when in a few years 
the demands of the growing business of the house 
required him to take upon himself a more responsi- 
ble position. 

In the new arrangement of labor, to Wesley was 
assigned the duty of literary manager and business 
correspondent. The judicious selection of books 
for publication was to a great extent owing to the 
rare judgment and cultivated taste of Wesley Har- 
per. Asa correspondent he had no superior. He 
had the faculty of seizing at once the precise 
points in question, and of expressing clearly and 
briefly his opinions and decisions, while his unfail- 
ing gentleness, and constant courtesy, won the af- 
fection and esteem even of the most sensitive 
author whose proffered work he was obliged to de- 
cline. 

As a man of business no one can fully estimate 
Wesley Harper except in connection with his 
brothers. Each indeed had his own special depart- 
ment ; but no important measure was undertaken 
without the consent of all. What one said, all 
said ; what one did, all did. Perhaps no one thing 
in all the transactions of the Harpers is more note- 
worthy than the cordial good-will ever maintained 
between them and their numerous employés. 
There is probably no house in the country in which 
there are so many ewployés who have remained 
for so many years. One or two have been with 
them for almost half a century ; several for forty 
years, and fully a score more than five-and twenty. 
Their business has never fora day been interrupted 
by a “strike.”” They have now and then been 
waited upon by delegations from “ Societies,” with 
demands, sometimes reasonable, sometimes un- 
reasonable, to be complied with under penalty of a 
“strike,’’ These delegations were always cour- 
teously received ; but the answer was ever prompt 
and decisive. “ We will pay full and fair prices 
for all work done for us. We will consider every 
suggestion by which onr office can be made plea- 
sant and profitable to employés. But we will not 
submit to any dictation as to our arrangements ; 
and, above all, we will not, at the order of any man 
or body of men, discharge or refuse to employ a 
faithful and competent workman. Let it be fairly 
shown to us that we cannot carry on our business 





|contact. His intellect was of a high order. If] 
| were to designate it by a single word, I should say 
| that it was “judicious,” in the highest sense of the 
|term. I have often thoughtthat if one could have 
; seen the man in the boy, he would have recom- 
mended for him the profession of the law. He 
| would certainly never have become a brilliant ad- 
| voeate, ready to exercise his powers in any case, 
| good, bad, or indifferent. But he would have been 
a lawyer of that far higher type whom we desig- 
nate as “ counsel.” His client would find that he 
| had mastered the case not only as he himself saw 
it, but as it appeared to the opposite side ; for he 
had that rare sympathetic nature which. enabled 
him to place himself in the position of an opponent. 
No temptation would have induced him to advo- 
cate a cause which he was convinced was on- 
righteous, nor even to take wrong means to main- 
tain a right cause. To him law would have meant 
the perfection of justice. Asa lawyer he would 
have prevented far more suits than he ever con- 
ducted. He would have been emphatically a 
peacemaker. The bench would have been his 
appropriate place—the place where his intellect 
wenld have had its fullest development and its 
widest scope. He would have administered the 
law firmly and yet mercifully. If the case of one 
convicted of crime demanded the extreme penalty 
laid down, it would have been unflinchingly in- 
flicted ; if there were good grounds for mitigation 
of punishment, he would have made the most of 
them. 
| Yet, after all, it is better that Wesley Harper 
' entered upon the career which lay so clearly before 
him in early manhood. As a publisher he probably 
accomplished more good for the community than 
he could have done as a judge. At all events he 
was a happier man. He loved his early profession 
to the last, and I doubt whether, saving in his 
own family, he ever enjoyed himself so thoroughly 
as when—which he was wont almost every day to 
do—he could gain an hour or two to steal up to 
the composing-room and look over the proofs lying 
upon the reader’s desk. The amount of reading 
which he thus performed during forty years was 
very great. 

Yet it is not so much what a man does as what 
he becomes, which is of the last consequence. Wes 
ley Harper was as true a man, and the most love- 
able, whom I have ever seen or hope to see. Living 
he had no enemy, and dead there is no man who 
will charge him with wrong. . 

Although always delicate, he was not, until with- 
in the last two years of his life, a confirmed invalid. 
At the age of threescore and seven, few who met 
him would suppose that he had overpassed fifty. 
Now and then he was induced to relax from busi- 
ness, and visit Europe and the South. Of late 
years he could easily do this, for his eldest son aud 
namesake had been trained up under his own eye 
as his assistant, and was fully competent to falfil 
his father’s duties. He enjoyed his travels, but 
was never happier than when he returued t0 
home and the “ office.” ’

MORAL AND RELIGIOUS. 


The Presbyterian Historical Almanac, an Annual Re- 
membrancer of the Church jor 1868. By Joseph 
M. Wilson. Vol. X. pp. 428. Philadelphia: 
Joseph M. Wilson. 

We have heretofore taken occasion to commend 
the value of Mr. Wilson’s annual almanacs of the 
Presbyterian Church. His zeal and industry con- 
tinue unabated, and each succeeding volume bears 
testimony to his earnest desire to make his work a 
complete storehouse of all the historical facts per- 
taining to the large denomination to whose interests 
it is devoted. Nearly two hundred and fifty pages 
are devoted to the annals of the Old School and of 
the New School Presbyterian Church, including the 
proceedings of their respective General Assemblies, 
and copious biographies of clergymen who have 
died during the year, illustrated in many cases by 
portraits. This last mentioned department ought 
to possess a special interest for the friends of the 
deceased and the congregations to which they 
ministered. After this we have a record of the 
proceedings and events during the year among the 
Presbyterian bodies of Canada, Scotland, Ireland, 
Australia, in fact throughout the world. Indeed, 
the transactions and statistics relating to all the 
different branches, by whatever distinctive name 
they may be called, of the Presbyterian Church are 
here collected, systematized, and brought into no- 


tice. Few can appreciate the labor required by 

such a work as the present, and where one will 

| devote himself to it persistently, thoroughly, and 
| conscientiously, as Mr. Wilson has done, he cer- 
tainly deserves ample and liberal recognition. 

| Removing Mountains; Life Lessons from the Gospels. 
By John S. Hart. pp. 306. New York: Robert 
Carter & Brothers. 

In this volume there are fifty-two brief papers, 
each suggested by some passage in the Gospel nar- 
rative, the name of the volume being the title of 
the first paper. They are in fact short essays, 
written with plainness and directness, giving promi- 
nence generally to some single important thought, 
and seeking to impress it on the mind by some 
striking mode of presentation.

New York: G. P. Put- 
nam & Son. 

We are told in the preface that this volume, to- 
gether with the volume of Discourses recently 
issued by the same publishers, contains, with one 
unimportant exception, everything that has been 
written or revised by Father Hyacinthe for pub- 
lication. The Introduction, which, by the way, 
js credited to Patnam’s Magazine for January last, 
contains an interesting sketch of the preacher and 
of his movements. The volume itself contains 
twelve lectures, together with a speech on the 
education of the working classes, delivered at the 
Catholic Congress of Malines in 1867, and a memo- 
rial letter on the life of Baudry, Bishop of Pén- 
gueux, the teacher to whom Hyacinthe ascribed the 
strongest influences that affected his student life. 
An appendix reproduces the pastoral letter of 
Bishop Dupanloup on the proposed definition of the 
dogma of Infallibility.

History of the Public School Society of the City of 


New York, with Portraits of the Presidents of the 

Socicty. Wm. Oland Bourne, A. M. 

768. New York: Wm. Wood & Co. 

In this portly volume Mr. Bourne has made an 
important contribution to the local history of the 
city of New York. It has been prepared in com- 
pliance with the request of the Public School So- 
ciety, and with the assistance of a committee of 
the Society. The materials are chiefly from its 
records, and they are arranged in chronological 
order, from the year 1805, when the Society origi- 
nated, down to the union of the Society with the 
Board of Education, in 1853. The express purpose 
of the Society was the establishment of schools 
“for the children of such parents as do not belong 
to, or are not provided for by any religious society.” 
As a memorial of the origin and progress of the 
public school system in the largest city in the 
Union, the volume will possess an historical value.

HISTORY. 

ITistory of England, from the Fall of Wolsey to the 
Death of Elizabeth. By James Anthony Froude, 
M. A. Vols. VII. and VIII. pp. xvi., 554; xii., 
495. New York: Charles Scribner & Co, 

The fourth mouthly instalment of this excellent 
edition of Mr. Froude’s elaborate history of one of 
the most eventful epochs in the annals of England, 
is before us, and to our previous testimony as to 
the good taste displayed in the manufacture of the 
preceding volumes, we can only add that these are 
similar in every respect. The seventh volume 
opens with the proclamation of Elizabeth, and re- 
lates the peculiar difficulties which beset the young 
queen at the outset of her reign. Spanish influ- 
ence was paramount at the English Court, nor did 
Philip suppose that the youthful and inexperienced 
Elizabeth would offer any serious opposition to his 
designs. It soon became evident, however, that 
Elizabeth inherited much of the wilfulness of her 
father, Henry VIII., and did not feel disposed to 
look to Philip or his ambassador for the counsel 
they were only too ready to give, but chose rather 
to trust to her own judgment, or that of her self- 
appointed secretary, Sir William Cecil. Although 
at least two-thirds of England were still true to 
the Church of Rome, both Protestants and Catholics 
had grown tired of the tyranny exercised by Mary’s 
ministers, in their misguided zeal to re-establish 
Catholic supremacy, and both parties united in 
welcoming what they believed to be the dawn of 
a new and better era. Elizabeth ascended the 
throne in 1558, and the history of her reign is con- 
tinued to the year 1567, the eighth volume ending 
at the time when England was fast drifting into war 
with Spain; and although war had not yet been 
formally declared between the two countries, John 
Hawkins and other freebooters of his class were 
openly defying the authority of Philip on the seas, 
while Elizabeth was daily becoming less fearful 
of the consequences of a struggle with the wealth- 
iest and most powerful country in Europe.
